United States Consul general at Paris 
under the C'leveland'admlnistra/tlon, re- 
turned from Paris Sunday on tha La 
Touraina. 
Mr. Morae said: 


"I want to correct an erroneous im- 


pression which has gone abroad, owins 
to the unfavorable and unjust criticism 
of some of the persons pretending to. be 
good Americans, who have 
returned 


from the Paris exposition and discredit 
it In every particular. 
So far as I have 


read, no person, who has returned from 
the Pais exposition has done justice to 
the Ameican exhibit. 


"I spent every day of three weeks In 


the exposition grounds where we have 
eight distinct buildings and exhibits in 
35 different spots. 
Of course, some of 


these exhibits might be better, but even 
Europeans praise them. 
Fine arts, the 


varied industries and such exhibits as 
are made by the army and navy and 
merchant marine are exhibits of which 
Americans may well be proud. The for- 
est and fisheries exhibits are very fine, 
as is also that of the agricultural ma- 
chinery. 


"The best proof in the world that we 


have good exhibits there is that next to 
Germany we are drawing more medals 
than any other nation. 
The feeling 


which existed between France and Ger- 
many at the last Paris exposition, 11 
years ago, has entirely changed. Then 
there were hardly any Germans in Paris, 
but many Englishmen. Germany had 
practically no exhibits, 
while Great 


Britain had many. 
Today Paris is full 


of Germans, and there are very few Eng- 
lishmen."

1T1ORK SERIOUS IN THE EAST 


The news from China does not con- 


tain xxne ray of hope. From a dozen 
points comes 
confirmation 
of 
the 


butchering and mutilating of Baron 
von Ketteler, the German minister in 
Pekin. The bodies of the men cf Sey- 
mour's command, who were killed, 
were horribly mutilated. The Chinese 
officials are taking a more offensive at- 
titude and considerable comes across 
to confirm the report that the intense 
anti-foreign Prince Tuan has usurped 
the governmental power at the can- 
itol. In addition bits of news come 
from many towns is the empire telling 
stories of peril and insurrection. 


All thought is directed towards Pekin 


Where everything is mystery. The al- 
lied forces at Taku and Tien TsTn are 
preparing for an elaborate march, on 
' the capital and are possibly waiting1 re- 
^ tnforcements. At least it is estimated, 


50,000 troops will be required to cut 
' a way to Pekin, and learn definitely 
1 the facts of the ministers and for- 
eigners in what was the capital of a 


1 friendly pcrwer. Advices received at the 
' state department are accepted as in- 
dicating that China regards herself as 
'at war _ with all Europe, and recently 
perhaps under the hand of Prince 
Tuan, the proclamations to the vice- 


i roys to exterminate the foreigners 
were renewed. In all probability it 
| was the receipt of these proclamations 


i that decided the viceroys to direct a 
. joint note to the powers requesting 
. that the foreign troops be kept out of 
China and that the viceroys be ac- 
cepted as responsible for the lives of 
foreigners. However, the viceroys have 


, not yet moved in obedience to the 


», latest imperial command and it is now 


v suggested that the powers put them- 


eelves in communication with these 
conservative viceroys and treat the 
Central government as incapacitated. 


The United tSates -"ill not relax in 


its policy to give all assistance within 
its power to the saving of Americans 
Bud other foreigners in China. The ex- 
i treme seriousness of the situation, as 
' it appeared today, the probability that 
' there' will be prolonged conflict in 
! China and the almost certainty of 
' China losing her national integrity and 


1 becoming a ward of the powers make 


; the problem arisen in the east the

of the decade. 


BRYAN AND HILL 


David B. Hill had not had time to 


, inemorize the number of his room in a 
Kansas City hotel until he was sum- 
moned by telegraph to the side of 
Bryan's broad smile in Lincoln, Ne- 
braska. And all of Kansas City was 
agog. It was wondered what the leader 
of the triumphant populistic wing of 
the democracy wanted of the conser- 
vative and statesman-like Hill. Croker, 
;who had arrived limping, was quoted 
as not liking the summoning of Hill to 
Lincoln and the vice-presidential can- 
didates were all engaged in taking 
their temperatures to assure them- 
selves as to their normality. Hill 
obeyed the summons to the wing of 


• Bryan's smile as a "call of duty." He 
tad Just swallowed his breakfast after 
,'the longr, fatiguing trip to bloomin' 


, Kansas, when he was handed the tele- 
gram and it is not recorded that he 
took time to pay for the meal in his 
haste 'to reach the democratic mecca. 
He took a lumbering "accommodation" 
train which required about all day to 
cough into Lincoln and he was in hopes 
Ci getting a night train back. So by 
'the time the natives and braves in 
Kansas City learned of the disappear- 
ance of Hill, the distinguished tall hat 
wan squatted in a dust-veneered seat 
(•iowly making Its way with him to the 
expansion pole of its non-expannion 
party. 


What did Bryan want of Hill? Ne- 


braska/a echoes answer, "What?" They 


want a man to bold up the end in New 
York state with Roosevelt, if such a 
man can be found, and the early talk 
of Hill being selected for second place 
on the ticket has taken a more serious 
tone in the past few days. The gen- 
eral opinion yesterday was that Bryan 
had summoned Hill to talk about th« 
nomination 
for the vice-presidency. 


But Hill is a strong anti-silver man, 
and it may be here stated that he is a 
man of strong convictions and not 
likely to surrender everything 
to 


Bryan. It would be impossible to in- 
duce Hill to accept the vice-presiden- 
tial nomination on a strong silver 
platform, and only a day or two ago 
Bryan himself declared that it would 
not be well to nominate for the vice- 
presidency a man who was not in full 
accord with the presidential candidate. 
The Towne men, the populists who have 
sacrificed their party's identity to the 
g-lory of Bryan, are today making this 
same argument to assist in. winning for 
themselves a modicum of recognition 
from the Bryan democracy in return 
for their complete prostration at its 
feet. 


If Hill has been settled upon by the 


leaders as the man for the vice-presi- 
dency one of the two men, Bryan and 
Hill, must make important surrender 
before their names- are linked together 
on a ticket. Hill must yield to silver, 
or Bryan must give up his demand for 
the reproduction of the Chicago plat- 
form, with 16 to 1, in the platform to 
be adopted for 1900. Either surrender 
would be humiliating to the point of 
disgusting the country and seriously 
impairing what little strength the de- 
mocracy has left. Were Hill to yield 
it would be as far as he is- concerned, 
and as far as the conservative portion 
of the democracy he represents is con- 
cerned, the open acceptance 
of 
a 


"policy of dishonor" and "financial dis- 
aster." Were Bryan to surrender he 
would have knocked the keystones out 
of his bridges and be without means of 
crossing streams. 


However, all the evidence points to 


a material yielding on the part of 
Bryan. The pressure brought to bear 
lipcn him of late to modify his love 
for the Chicago doctrine has shown him 
the necessity of playing politics, if he 
is to have the slightest hope of gaining 
his ambition, instead of remaining the 
poetic champion of the "common peo- 
ple." The Kansas City convention will 
leave him a very much battered idol 
whether he bends to Hill or not.

One way to 
retain this interest is the stimulation 
of the spirit of reunion which is urac- 
ticed in many of the colleges. An in- 
novation in this way was brought 
about this year by the 10-years class 
at Williams; a large attendance hav- 
ing come out a band was secured, a 
headquarters fixed and general hilarity 
given way to. The observance was of 
the boisterousi and enthusiastic type- 
well calculated to stimulate the young 
raduates' interest, and could well be

BACK FROM SHANGHAI.' 


Present Conditions In China Oil* 


cussed by a Bualness Man. 


"There is only one solution to the 


present difficulty in China and that ia 
the deposing of that awful woman the 
empress dowager," said O. G. Leslie, 
an American business man who recent- 
ly returned from Shanghai, where he 
has spent several years. Mr. Leslie ar- 
rived in Pittsburg the other day and is 
registered at the Lincoln hotel. He 
left Shanghai two months ago and ex- 
pects to return in August, says the 
Pittsburg Dispatch. He has been in 
the orient many years and thoroughly 
understands the present situation there. 


"Every foreigner in China," he said, 


"who has been there long enough to be- 
come conversant with the condition ol 
political affairs knows full well that 
the trouble will never cease and out- 
siders will never be given a show in 
the commerce until that woman is out 
of tbfTway. The uprising of the Box- 
ers was a foregone conclusion months 
ago. 
Foreign residents knew it waa 


cording, and happily most of them pre- 
pared for the emergency. 


"But for the empress dowager I be- 


lieve China would be today open in all 
parts to commercial development. Thai 
woman has exercised a wonderful as 
well as baleful influence on the nation. 
The Boxers were not originally a po- 
litical organization for the extermina- 
tion of foreigners at all. Years' ago 
they were simply a peaceful secret so- 
ciety. They were the best organized 
body in the empire, however, and the 
dowager recognized what a power tbey 
would be if brought under her influ- 
ence. She went craftily to work and 
less than a year ago saw that her ob- 
jects were about to be attained, for she 
had injected into the order an intense 
hatred of foreigners, the sort she sc 
cordially entertains herself. The burn- 
ing, pillaging and massacring followed 
as a matter of course. 


"If the powers will only put away 


this woman, China will pacify herself. 
The young eSaperor, should be put bacl! 
on the throne. He is about 32 years of 
age, very intelligent and entertains tha 
most advanced ideas as to the good civ- 
ilized traders can do his country. All 
the wealthy native merchants think 
with him and have secretly encouraged 
foreigners during the late political cri- 
sis. Two prominent ones in Shanghai 
got up a petition to the powers for tha 
removal of the empress dowager some 
time ago and obtained the signatures 
of 200 leading men of the city. The 
empress learned who the two men 
were, and they were compelled to fleo 
to Hongkong to escape beheading.

GREYLOCK ROAD SURVEY 


Engineer Jenks Completes Work and 


Will Report Tomorrow 


Civil Engineer Harvey E. 
Jenks 


came down Saturday from the summit 
of Greylock where he has been for the 
past few weeks making a survey for a 
npiw county road that is to be built ua 
the mountain, from New Ashford. Mr. 
Jenks will make his report of the sur- 
vey to the commissioners tomorrow 
and at that time will also be sub- 
mitted the bids from five contractors 
for th, construction of the road. 


The engineer took over the route 


Saturday the representatives of these 
firms, which are located in New York 
Worcester, Springfield and Pittsfield, 
and they were unanimously of the 
opinion that the route selected is tUe 
only feasible one on the mountain. It 
is a mile and a half long, ten feet wdie 
and has a maximum grade of 7% per 
cent. 


The contractors figure that about 


15,000 yards of -earth and stone will 
have to be moved in the evacuations. 
The road follows the highway up from 
this city for a short distance, then 
s-wings to the northward, and by a 
gradual parabolic curve comes around 
to the east, thence to the south, and 
west along the range. 


There is one place _ou the Adams 


side where the road will have the solid 
rock for ballast an£ on o^16 side w111 
be a precipice; several hundred feet 
high. This is th* most hazardous r>oint 
on the route and will rqeulre a lot of 
blasting and building for protection 
The engine plans ano^ sj>ecifi.c-atiinos 
The entire plans and. specifications 
will be submitted to the board tomor- 
row.

Dr. 


Rowley's name reported that they con- 
sidered him a sound, earnest evangelical 
Baptist preacher. 


Dr. Rowley was born near Roches- 


ter, N. T., in 1854. After completing a 
classical course at the University of 
Rochester he attended the Theological 
school of the university and graduated. 
For the first 10 years after his gradua- 
tion he filled many pulpits in New York 
and Pennsylvania. He was called to 
the First Baptist church in this city in 
1886, and during the eight years he was 
its pastor there waa an annual average 
of 71 baptisms by immersion. In one 
year he baptised 160 converts. In 1897, 
the University of Rochester honored 
him with the degree of Doctor of Div- 
inity. From here Dr. Rowley went first 
to Chicago and then to the first Bap- 
tist church. Fall River. During his 
pastorate there there was an average 
baptism of 39 persons a year. He is 
married and has four children, one of 
his sons being a student at Harvard.

Letter From the Founder of tha 


Christian Endeavor Society. 


The Bev. F. E. Clark, widely known 


throughout the country as the founder 
of the Christian Endeavor movement, 
•who is traveling around the world with 
his wife and son, writes from China 
under date of May 10 as follows, says 
a Boston dispatch to the New York 
Sun: 


"We are journeying by rail from 


Pao-TIng-Fu to Peking, 100 miles by 
rail in five hours and eight miles by 
cart in tnree hours more. We are in 
the midst of the Boxer country, and 
the Christians are very much terror- 
ized. 
Some do not dare go out ol 


doors. Near Pao-Tlng-Pu there was a 
battle the-other day between the Box- 
ers and the Catholic Christians, and 
80 Boxers were killed. At Tung-Che,

where we are going tomorrow, thej 
have been in a great fright, and las' 
week the missionaries were in grea' 
danger, but the magistrate arrestK 
the leader of the Boxers and beat bin 
unmercifully until he had fainted thrc( 
times. That frightened the rest 01 
them, and they have been more deceni 
since. 


"They say the Christians have poi 


soned the wells and buried a boy anc 
a girl alternately under all the sleepers 
of this new railroad. It has not rained 
for nine months until three days ago 
and that was laid to the foreigners 
too, but a good, soaking rain came 
then and averted the famine, and the 
tension was relieved. 


"I have a trusty gun in my hip pock- 


et, and as the Boxers have only spears 
and bows and arrows and are greatlj 
afraid of firearms, I don't feel anxious, 
though Mrs. Clark is a little nervous. 
All these troubles, however, have prac- 
tically put a stop to Christian work in 
the country districts, and I have not 
been able to do so much as in the south 
for Christian Endeavor. However, we 
have got an organization started foi 
north China, and I think good results 
.will follow. 


"One week more, and we sail for 


Vladivostok, a ten days' journey on a 
Japanese steamer, and then 30 days 
across Siberia. I hope to reach Lon- 
don between July 1 and 5, but every- 
thing is uncertain. We shall be glad 
to get out of north China."

an holds in her bands the key to the 
.present situation, says a correspond- 
ent of the New York Post. That wom- 
*an is the empress dowager of China. 
In many respects she is one of the 


• most remarkable as she is one of the 
•most monstrous figures of h'.vi-wy. For 
•nearly 40 years she has played an in- 
creasingly powerful part in the affairs 
of the Chinese empire, and her influ- 
ence seems now to have radiated over 
<the entire civilized world. 
We have 


become accustomed to think that mod- 
em woman has made notable progress 
in her influence and has achieved large 
successes in this latter end of the cen- 
tury. The effort of western women is, 
however, puerile, both in scope and 
achievement, when contrasted with the 
overwhelming triumphs secured by this 
Imperial lad^ of the orient 


When her History Is considered, such 


of it at least as has drifted to the out- 
side world—for the open door of China 
has never meant the open window for 
her women to look through—her career 
is the more remarkable. She was the 
daughter of a Manchurlan noble and 
followed the fortunes of her family 
from Peking to Canton until, when she 
was about 1 years old, the condition of 
her father's finances necessitated or at 
least resulted In her sale as a slave in- 
to the family of a Canton merchant 


Her beauty even at that time was 


pronounced, 
according 
to Chinese 


standards, and her cleverness had al- 
ready developed. She seems to have 
made hers?lf very popular and useful 
in her new,' home, and her residence 
there of eight or ten years was pros- 
perous n.sd fruitful. 
There can be lit- 


tle doubt, in the light of her life his- 
tory, that she was even then on the 
alert for an opportunity to advance 
herself in her.Btation and scope of af- 
fairs, and thajt She held closely to every 
possible helufnl influence in this direc- 
tion. The opportunity came when she 
was about IS. At that time the Em- 
peror Hsien'v Fung, as is the Chinese 
custom, Issued a proclamation calling 
tipon the daughters of Manchuria to 
present themselves at Peking for a 
choice to be -made among them for the 
imperial harem. Tsu Tsi saw and in- 
stantly gras>,>ed her opportunity. 
So 


well did she;, play her cards that it is 
said that her adopted father not only 
consented thfit she should enter the 
lists, but assisted her to present the 
best possible appearance. She traveled 
up to Peking in the luxury befitting 
her rank, triumphantly passed the or 
deal of inspection by the emperor's offi- 
cers, and wa* promptly installed in the 
imperial palace5 among the emperor's 
women. 


This was i»'l848. Beautiful, accom- 


plished and,possessed of consummate 
tact and unusual knowledge, Tsu Tsi 
soon steppefl out from among the 
throng of th« harem residents into a 
separate and distinctive place. First 
of all, she attracted the attention of 
the empreBS,\-or "chief wife" of the em- 
peror, and It, Is recorded that the little 
.Mantchoo princess actually succeeded 
in being brought to the notice of the 
omperor, largely through the interest 
taken In her by his empress. When 
the jealousies and intrigues of an 
oriental bajem are taken into consid- 
eration, the full measure of this suc- 
cess is better understood. And when, 
later, she presented the emperor with 
a son and heir to his throne and still 
preserved the friendship and affection 
of the "chief wife," who was childless, 
one must bow to the diplomacy of this 
Mantchoo girl. 


In I860, while the boy was still 


young, his father died. At the time it 
was only vaguely hinted that his death 
was due to any but natural causes. In 
the light of subsequent events, how- 
ever, the extraordinary opportuneness 
of Hsien Fung's death at this moment 
becomes significant. 
Since 1860, at 


every difficult crisis in Tsu Tsi'a af- 
fairs, death has most fortunately step- 
ped in to put the person most impeding 
her progress out of the way. The fact 
that her sftn was the next heir and that 
the sooner he began to reign the longer 
the regency would be may assist the 
r.ireful student of Tsu Tsi's history to 
| a correct diagnosis of Hsien Fung's 
j malady. In any event, his death took 


place, and very soon the small boy 
was proclaimed emperor under the 
title of Tung Chi, with the dowager 
empress and mother empress appointed 
coregents. 


Things moved smoothly for a. time 


after this. 
The junior rege'-tt took 


pains not to show herself too dominant, 
but hers was, in fact, the strong band 
Vf the pair and was so recognized by 
Prince Kung, .a brother of the late em- 
peror and chief adviser of the two 
regents. It was toward the end of tho 
emperor's minority that his mother 
noticed certain unpleasant signs of In- 
dependence In her royal son. 
Too 


shrewd to seem to resent them, she 
allowed matters to continue their 
course until, with much pomp and 
ceremony, Tung Chi attained his ma- 
jority, was dnly proclaimed emperor 
and the regency ended. 


Apparently Tsu Tsl's career was 


closed. Wise and silent she drew bade 
with her sister regent into private im- 
perial'life. Bnt she was in fact only 
the shrewd, farseeing spider withdraw- 
ing into tne corner of his web until the 
unsuspecting fly (should be deeper in 
bts tolls. Trusted by her son and cog? 


people a new emperor in the person of 
Kwang Shu, a yottsg son of a brother 
of the Bmperor Hsien Fung. 


What her reasons for this step were 


are not readily understood by even those 
most conversant with Chinese history. 
Had her daughter-in-law's motherhood 
resulted in a male child, her regency 
would have been even longer than 
with this nephew heir. Her choice, 
too, of the new boy emperor was a dls- j 
tinct violation of one of the most sa- 
cred traditions of the country, that of 
ancestral worship, for, as Kwang Shu 
was a cousin of his immediate succes- 
sor, he belonged to the same genera- 
tion. Tsu Tsi, however, had reasons 
of her own for riding roughshod over 
natural sequence and hallowed tradl- ' 
tion and effectually carried her point j 
In order that no possible complications 
should arise a mysterious Illness fell [ 
upon the young wife of the late Tung | 
Chi, and the next imperial funeral was 
I 


that of herself and her unborn babe. 
| 


Apparently things went to please Tsu 


Tsi for some years after this, for, ex- 
cept the usual beheadings and disap- 
pearances that must mark the conduct 
of an autocratic government, no deaths 
are reported in the royal household. 
About 1881, however, it began to be 
rumored that there was some friction 
between the senior and Junior regents; 
it was not at all extraordinary, there- 
fore, that the former should develop 
heart failure and finally die apparently 
from the effects of this serious trouble, 


i making Tsu Tsi, Tsi An, dowager em- 


press and sole in authority. 


In due time Kwang Shu attained 


his majority and Tsi An once more 
nominally retired. The health of the 
palace continued unbroken until very 
recently, when Kwang Shu, who had 
declared himself strongly in favor of 
progressive reform in the Chinese em- 
pire, showed a tendency to succumb 
to the malignant air of the imperial 
city, and Tsi An was once more im- i 
plored to come out of her retirement' 
and assume for the third time the 
regency. This she promptly did, but 
Kwang Shu continued ill. Nor is it 
the skill of the Chinese physicians that 
has availed to ke.ep the young emperor '• 
alive, if he still be living, of which | 
there is no positive assurance. It is 
rather the protest from the foreign \ 
office of Europe that if the emperor's 
death were announced the powers 
would demand a strict Investigation. 


How far the present situation is in 


control of 
the 
empress cannot be , 


known. It is possible that she has let 
loose elements that she will- have no 
power to control when they have serv- 
ed her purpose. She is an old woman, 
too, and, while she shows little evi- 
dence of having sheathed her claws or 
lost her venom in the apathy or weak- 
ness of age, it is not improbable that 
a sense of growing impotence is upon 
her. 
But her race has ever been a 


waiting one. She has been content to 
bide her time at each crisis of her 
career, patiently watching and wait- 
ing for the moment to strike the telling 
blow, and this may be the case now. 
It must be admitted, however, that Tsi 
An will need all her skill and crafti- 
ness, all her cold blooded despotism 
and the most diplomatic diplomacy of 
her faithful ally and adviser, Li Hung 
Chang, to come victorious out of the 
present complicated situation.

F. R. GInn 
of the Strand said: "The great demand 
just now Is for Free State stamps com- 
mandeered by Lord Roberts when he 
entered Bloemfontein and converted 
with the letters 'V. R. I.' stamped upon 
them In black. They are rare at pres- 
ent for the curious reaoon that most of 
them were lest in the Mexican. 


"The soldiers iu Bloemfontein bought 


them up as BOOB as they were Issued 
and were sending them to friends In 
England. There were all sorts, from 
halfpenny up to 5 shilling stamps. I 
have sold one of the latter unused for 
£5. 
The 'Darie Pence Oranje Vrij 


Staaf converted into a 'V. R. I. 2^,' 
brings 7s. 6d. Possibly theee stamps 
will soon be worth as many pounds. 


"So far no Mafeking stamps have 


got on to the market, but they will 
bring high prices when they come here. 
The V. R. I. Free Staters are In huge 
demand, and so will the converted 
Transvaalers be when Lord Roberts 
Issues them. A complete set of Trans- 
vaal stamps would cost over £1,000, for 
a great variety has been Issued. The 
Free State, on the otj^jr hand, has kept 
much in the same groove all along." 


Some of the old Transvaal stamps of 


the British regime of 1877-80 and of 
the firat republic now fetch from £20 to 
£30.

?mE CLIMBING CRAZE.' 


Dangerous Feat ot a Freshman at 


Bowdoln College. 


The Bowdoin sophomores spent most 


of a week recently shooting at a fresh- 
man banner which some '03 boy with 
more agility and nerve than respect for 
his life had fastened to the lightning 
rod which tips one of the twin spires 
of King's chapel, 150 feet or more from 
the ground, says a South Paris (Me.) 
paper. The sophomores who had sense 
restrained one or two classmates who 
would have risked their lives by climb- 
ing up after the banner. Finally the 
shot and tho wind brought down the 
little flag, and it now graces a sopho- 
moric apartment. 


This is the fifth time that a student 


has hazarded his life to gain that dizzy 
height far above the tops of the cam- 
pus trees for the sake of fastening his 
class banner there, and it is almost mi- 
raculous that no fatalities have result- 
ed. The only way to climb the tower 
after the roof of the chapel is left is by 
means of the lightning rod. The course 
Is almost perpendicular, and at one 
place the rod curves out around a cop- 
ing which projects two or three feet. 
It is a fearfully difficult and dangerous 
task, and not one boy in a hundred 
could do it even if he were foolhardy 
enough to attempt it 


The first student to reach the top or 


to attempt the feat was Cflley, '91, a 
eon of General Cilley of Rockland and 
a grandson of the famous Maine con- 
gressman who was shot in a duel with 
a southern member. He fastened his 
banner to the top of the spire In his 
freshman year and suffered no worse 
Injury than badly blistered hands. Lat- 
er a member of '90, whose name es- 
capes us, took down this banner and 
replaced it with one bearing his own 
class numerals. Several years passed, 
and then Mounton, '98, then a fresh- 
man, 
later a varsity, football captain, 


duplicated Cilley's feat, while the fol- 
lowing night McMillan. '97, took down 
the freshman banner and replaced It 
with a large sophomoric one. 
Both 


these fellows were light, wiry athletes, 
and, being used to ships, height had no 
terror for them. 


College tradition relates that the 


sophomore McMillan when perched on 
the tip of the spire calmly sang "Near- 
er, My God, to Thee," while a little 
group of his classmates shivered in ter- 
ror in the darkness below awaiting his 
return. The name of the present fresh- 
man who has revived the spire climb- 
Ing craze is not yet disclosed by his 
classmates, but he Is generally believed 
to be a member of the class who has 
had several years' experience before 
the mast. Some day a student will get 
killed while trying to do what has been 
done safely five times, and Bowdoin 
students will lose their ambition to 
climb to fame by means of the King's 
chapel lightning rod.

BICYCLES AND ROADS 


Supreme Court's Decision Which is of 


Interest to Riders 


The decision in the case of Professor 


Spring against the town of Williams- 
town for injuries received while riding 
a bicycle, which held that no damages 
could be collected as towns were not 
required to keep roads in safe condi- 
tion for bicycles, has aroused great in- 
terest throughout the county, as it 
makes of local application an import- 
ant decision 
of the supreme court. 


There has been much discussion of the 
matter, and the following portion of 
the supreme court's decision will be 
read with interest: 


"A bicycle is of but little use in wet 


weather or on frozen ground. Its great 
value consists ia the pneumatic tire, 
but this is easily punctured. * * * 
It would impose an intolerable bur- 
den upon towns to hold them bound to 
keep their roads in such a state of re- 
pair and smoothness that a bicycle 
could go over them with assured safe- 
ty.

We are of, therefore, 
the 
opinion 


that a bicycle is not a carriage within 
the meaning' of that term in Pub. Sta- 
tutes C. 52, Sec. 1." 


In approaching this 
decision the 


opinion of the court quotes the stat- 
ute as follows: 


Section 1, Chapter 52, at the Public 


Statutes:— 


Highways, town ways), street cause- 


ways ,and bridges shall be kept in re- 
pair at the exepense of the town, city 
or place in which they are situated, 
when, other provision is not made 
therefor, so that the same may bo 
reasonably safe and 
convenient for 


travellers, with their horses, teams 
and carriages, at all seasons of the 
year. 


Another interesting portion of the 


opinion Is this: 


"A bicycle is more properly a ma- 


chine than a carriage, and Is so de- 
fined In Murray's dictionary."
